Yesterday, standing in the 
drizzle during his noch break 
on a Belfast bırilding site, ir all 
seemed impossible to him. “ We 
were uneducated. unthinking 
vaiuths, I suppose we right have 
had a vague notion thar we were 
doing it for Ireland ”, he said. 

Today, aged 62, he sits in hîs 
council] house on the southern 
edge of Belfast and studies the 


works of Marx. He is a man of ' 


peace, the personification of a 
remarkable evolution of the 
Official IRA. 

When the IRA split just over 
a decade ago Mr Dunlop gare 
his loyalty to the Officials and 
wholeheartedly welcomed the 
ceasmfire declared in 1972. He 
watched the military wing fade 
away and, like a number of the 
ald IRA men, found a political 
niche in Official Sint Fein. 

That party has changed in 
name and nature, In Northern 
Ireland it is called Republican 
Clubs, in the Republic, Sinn 
Fein, ' fhe Workers’ Party. It 
bears hardly any resemblance 
to the original. 

Mr Dunlop will be one of the 
partys 35 candidates for the 
Northern Ireland local elections 
in May, wher jit aims to im- 
prove its strength of six coun- 
cillors.

Jerusalem, March 18. 

Official figures published 
this week show that the num- 
ber of Jewish immigrants to 
Israel in the first two moaths 
of this year was ûnly 1,829 com- 
pared with 4,320 over the iden- 
tical period of 1980-a drop of 
about 60 per ceor. 

The figures, published by the 
Jewish Agency, have high- 
lighted one of the mast serious 
problems facing the state of 
Israel: the failure to attract a 
sufficient number of Jews from 
overseas, and the increasing in- 
ability to kecp those immi- 
grants who do arrive. 

The slump in immigration 
comes at the time when che 
exodus of Jews is at its highest 
since the foundation of the 
state. Although accuraute figures 
are hard to obtain, it is known 
that last year more rhan 33,000 
more people Jleft the country 
than entered it, an increase of 
50 per cent.on the 1979 total. 


The trend comes as a parti- 
cular blow to a young country 
largely built up by the influx 
af Jews from abroad. Recentiv 
Mr Shmuel Lahis, the director 
general of the Jewish Agency,

It takes some doiug for a 
prime minister who has sunk to 
unprecedented depths in opinion 
pols, to’ defend his record with 
s0 much coaviction and to in.

But that is wlat M Ray- 
mond Barre achieved brilliantly 
last night in his first—and 
probably . his last—television 
appearance of the presidential 
election’ campaign.

The Elysée statement Was 
issued nearly eight hours after 
it became kuown that the satiri- 
cal weekly Taper, Le Canard 
Enchainé was publishing the 
facsingile of a Telex message it 
had received from Mme Ruth 
Rolland, the president of the 
Central Afrîcan Red Cross. It 
said that she “regretted” to 
have to say that. she had never 
received any gift from the 
President of the French Reê- 
public for her. organization 
whose financial situation was 
*“ catastrophic ". The Central 
African Red Cross, she said, 
could not cven meet its run- 
ring expenses. 

The Elysée statement was 
accordingly issued as a categori- 
cal denial of the story in the 
paper. It added that the docu- 
ments proving the transfer were 
held ia the accounts of the 
Presidency, 

Mme Rolland had been 
approached by the paper after 
President Giscard  d"Estaing 
announced on television what 
had been done with the .gifts of 
diamonds which he had re- 
ceived from the former Central 
African Emperor Eokassa, He 
said that when Mr David Dacko 
came to power in the Central 
African Republic—which was 
in September 1979—the Presi- 
dent had indicated to him that 
the diamoads would be sold 
and the money turned over to 
Central African charities.

pected and accepted in the 
same circumstances — restiuU- 
rants, hotels, taxîs—as they are 
elsewhere. i discovered this 
rapidly on my sole visir there ;

figure who refused one was the 
driver of the Intourist car, and 
lie was under rhe eye of my 
guide. who was rhe usual 
appuralchik. The moment her 
back was turned 1 proffered 
the roubles again, when they 
were accepted with alacrity 
and, I swear, a wink.) 

An American once defined 
for me the nature of the dis- 
tasrefulness involved in tip- 
ping: “We never tip an 
equal", he said. He was right; 
the giving of a tip proclaims 
a superiority on the part of the 
giver. its acceptance admits an 
inferiority on the part of the 
recipient. The fact that both 
superiority aod inferiority are 
imaginary is unfortunaLely irre- 
levant: it is the attitude they 
share that counts. 

I know people who do not 
limit themselves, as I do, to 
saying that they wish that the 
practice did nor exist; they 
simply refuse to bow to it. I 
see the point ; if nobody is pre- 
pared to start .. . Bur the snag 
lies nor in fact thar they are 
causing ill-feeling among the 
tippabie but in the economic 
reality, which is that many 
recipients of tips rely on them 
for a substantial part of their 
income, and that indeed the 
income is frequently calculated 
on the assumption that it will 
be increased by tips. This must 
be true of taxi drivers. for in- 
stance, who do not own their 
own vehicles, aad ia a general 
sense even of those who do; 
also of waiters, though I 
imagine the tip is uot so vital 
a part of their income as ir 
used to be, More and more 
hotels and restaurants in 
Britain (it has long been stan- 
dard practice on rhe Coatinenr)

Moorland conservation 
From Dr M. L. Parry 

Sir. Yer anorher move tn safeguard 
our moorland by amending the Wild- 
life und Countryside Bill has been 
rejected in tle House of Lords. But 
the narrowness of the defeat (97 
to 91), and the large measure of 
support the amendment received 
from landowning peers, indicates 
the growing anxiety that if we leave 
our moorland without same statl- 
tory protection then we risk losing 
ir to the plough. 2 

The complacency of the Govern- 
ment is extraordinary: it maintains 
rhat Exmour' i< a special case and 
that nowhere else is the reclamation 
of moorland a problem, This simply 
does not square with the facts: 
13,340 acres of the North York 
Moors have been ploughed up since 
the park was designated, compared 
with 13,800 acres of Exmoor: anıl 
a turther 20,800 «acres of moorland 
have been caavcrled tn pliuntation 
in the North York Moors, far more 
than in Exmoor, 

Ir is an irony that the inadequate 
level of pratcction propûused in ihe 
Bill stems fram a concern for Ex- 
mnor where, arguabJyY, the aciion 
has come too late. But our majinr 
concern should be to prevent a loss 
nf moorland occurring on a similar 
scale elsewhere in the Future. That is 
why we need tn give Nationa! Park 
Authorities the Power to preserve 
their open mourland and this i pre.

UNIVERSITIES UNDER STRESS. 


The Governmenl's Spending plans 
for rhe universitjês and the resl 
af higher education reverse the 
direction all governments have 
taken since the end of the Second 
World War. For the first time 
these institutions look forward to 
a cut in their real income over @ 
period of years. Tlıc trauma is 
severe, the cries of pain Joud and 
genuine. Three questions arise. 


Is the Government justitied in. 


reducing ibe level of expenditure 
on higher education in present 
circumstanceş ? Is the result 


going to be aç awful as vice. 


chancellors at first’ su 5 
suggested— 

chaos, bankruptcies, collapse ? 

How, if these cuts are exacted, 


should they be made to fal] ? 
Higher education—-seated in 

universities, polytechnics, col]- 

leges and institutes daing some 


first degree work—has been one - 


nf the growth points of public 
Provision. The early postwar ex- 
Pansion was validated and boos- 
ted by the Robbins report of 
1963. The pace slackened in rhe 
mid-seventies. Last year this 
Government promised “Jevel 
funding "™ .Now ir proposes 
diminishing income ", 

Taken in the cortext of the 
nation's economy and rhe Gov- 
erament's plans for managing 
ir the decision makes sense. The 
aroass domestic product has been 
falling since early 1979, ‘Some 
recovery is expected hy the 
Treasury later this year, bur ir 
will at best be flattish. Few 
expect much growth in ‘the 
cconomy for several years: Mean- 
while, public expenditure. as a 
proportion of national producr 
has heen rising under a govern 
ment politically committed to 
reduce it. Moreover, the size of 
the „age group from which these 
institutions recruit most of their 
entrants begins a long and steep 
decline in two years’ time, while 
the proportion of the age group 
which goes in for higher educa- 
tion has been declining for some 
years—for higher education as a

. navia, cand some of the smaller 


European countries. Jt seems tO 
want friends and contacts, and 
is becoming slightly more flex- 


,„ ,Îble. At the same time the Soviet 
` Union 


is seeking. friends in 
Tirana for the time when a 
change of line might be possible. 
For Britaia to have no presence 
in Tirana is becoming more of 
an anomaly. 


The obstacle is a complex of 


two inrertwined disputes. One is’ 


about the Albanian gold, now 
worth roughly 526,500,000, which 
was seized by the Allies from the 


Germans at the end of the war - 


and now happens to be held by 
the Bank of England on behalf 
of the Tripartite Commission for 
the Restitution of Monetary 
Gold. Ir bas not been returned 
because there are claimıs on it 
by the United States, Italy and 
Britain. These are not accepted 
by Albania, which demands the 
return of the gold in full wirh 
interest. . 1 


The American claim relates to 
property nationalized by Albania 
after the war. The Brirısh claim, 
which constitutes the other ele- 
ment of its dispute with Albania, 
goes back to the Corfu incident 
of 1946, when two British war- 
ships were sunk by nıines in rhe 


Corfu channel. and forty-four. 


British ‘seamen died. The Inter» 
national Court awarded Britain 
about £900,000 in 1949, arguing 


Albania is the only state in 
Europe with which Britain has 
no diplomaric relations. This 
was never a good thing but it 
did not marter very much when 
Albania was a satellite of Stalin's 
Russia. Nor did British interests 
suffer noticeably when loyalty 
was switched to Mao's China. 
Even now Albania is not high 


an anyone's agenda. It remains ' 


a small. poor and isolated 
country. Potentially, however, it 
is of considerable political and 
strategic importance, If it were 
to swing back into the Sorier 
orbit and provide bases for the 
Soviet uavy the power balance 
in the Mediterranean would be 
affected, and Yugoslavia, Greece 
and Italy would be unsertled. 
Ar the moment there is 
absolurelvr no sign of this hap- 
pening. AJhania is as relentlessly 
hostile to the Soviet Union as ir 
is to China. which withdrew all 
aid in the mid-seventies. Ir 
presents irself as almost the sole 
remaining custodian of . true 
Marxism-Leninism as exemplified 
by Sralin before the great 
revisionist “ betrayal" by Mr 
Khrushchev. Ir is proud to be 
alone in its purity and inde- 
pendent of foreign credits 
{helped by near selt-sufficiency 
in ail and substantial exports of 
chrome). It is not going to crawl 
tn anyone, least of all to Britain. 
Ir is, however, putting out 
feelers to Yugoslavia, Scandi-

metivated hooliganism. Yer it 
cannor be right to create ghetto 
estates. The sensitive relation- 
ship between minority groups 
and the police is another issue. 
Do they come quickly ‘enough 
when called to investigate & 
racially inspired crime, and how 


° much priority dû they give to 


catching the offender ? Stir into 
the mixture the effects of un- 
employment—on both hlack and 
white—cultural alienation, and 
urban deprivation, and the evil 
of racial harassment . seems 
depressingly insoluble. 

There are, however, some tools

‘Local authorities hold the ulti- 
mate dererreat in being able tO 
terminate the tenancies of OCCuU- 
piers who grassly and consis- 
tently breach rheir _renancy 
agreements.

ments make no parricıular men 


tion of racial harassment, but 
there are nther clauses whic 
might cover such conduct. 


Manifestations of racial in- 
tolerance take many forms nıore 
virulent than the harassment of 
black and Asian council tenants 
by white occupiers of the: same 
estate. There is, however, some- 
thing particularly unpleasant 
abaur acts which, though rela- 
tively trivial in themselves — a 
brick through the window or a 
racialist slogan on the wall — 
engender fear and insecurity 
where people ought to feel most 
safe and comiorrablê, their own 
homes, The report published by 
the Commission for Racial 
Equality on racial harassment on 
Inca] authority housing estates

Abroad 
hegins ar the battle of tke 
Somme and ends with the 
Baedeker .raids of 1940. The 
Baedekèr works themselves 
went ن‎ three years later: the 
age of Fodor and Temple 
Fielding would soon dawn. 

„ British writers in the Twen- 
ties and. Thirties traveled to 
Europe to avoid Britain, and to 
Asia, Africa and America to 
avoid Europe. They fled from 
the corrupt, exhausted North to 
the supposedly innocent South. 
They were escaping their 
families, the climate, the 
enforced separation of spirit 
and flesh, the philistinism of 
the middle ‘classes, to which 
they all belonged, and (when 
honèst enough to admit it, like 
Waugh) of the working classes, 
toa. Very few travelled like 
Genrge Orwell and the Prince of 
Wales ("Something must be 
done”) to look for the worn 
class; the bulk set off in scarc 
of what they thought might be 
freedom, of sunsbine, mimosa, 
cicadas and wine, of sex, love 
and romance which were widely 
believed to be morc readily 
available abroad than at home:

The cocoa agreement has to 
he sizmed by enough couutries 
before April 1 if if is ın come 
into cifect  vithout further 
wrangles, Vizornus rpposition 
from the Ivnry Coast, in par- 
ticular, has thrown the agree- 
ment's future into doubt, 


Ir now appears that several 
weeks of discussions behind the 
scenes, ih whıch the secretariat 
of the Internarional Cocna Or- 
ganization played a central ro!e, 
have borne fruit. The mood has 
also been improved hy cocoa 
prices recovering from last 
year’s depths. Mav cncoa closed 
in London at £947.50 a tonne 
last night. 

Sn far only Ghana among the 
producing cruntries has arreed 
to sign. Eur cocoa sources in 
London are confident that the 
two-day ministerial of produ- 
cers, which started yesterday in 
Douala, Cameroun, will also 
agtec to join. 

The Ivory Coast, tbe world’s 
biggest cocoa cxporter account- 
ing for about 25 per cent of ex-' 
ports, had protested strongly 
that the minimum intervention 
price under the agreement of 
110 cents a pound was far tL0Oo 
low. 

But the Ivory Coast has re-. 
cently bcen more acconımodat- 
ing. The agreement nceds. 
countries resnonsible for 80 ner 
cent of exports to sign before 
it becomes effective, Brazil, 
Cameroun, Ghana, Ivory Coast 
and Nigcria can together meet 
this requirement. 

The problem may now be 
whether countries responsible 
for 70 per cent of cnnsumption 
can also be found to, sian the 
agreement by the ead of March. 
Withcut 70 per cent of can- 
sumers agreeing, the pact will 
be further delayed, Ir is expec- 
ted that quite çan the eastern 
block countries wilt simultane- 
ously announce their accept- 
ance. 

A difficulty on the consuming 
side is that the Unired Srates 
has said it believes the arree- 
ment's buffer stock intervention 
range to be too high. Moreover, 
the Reagan Administration has 
not yet clarified its general

Bottom of recession ‘in sight’ 


Indeed, the composite index 
of coincidént indicators tenta- 
tively suggests that the bottom: 
of the recession may have been 
reached towards the end of last 
year. The index has shown little 
change in December and Janu 
ary after striking a low point 
in November. 

The January performance 
has, however, been heavily 
influenced by the sharp rise in 
rerail sales. (Recently published 
provisional figures indicate that 
the volume of retail sales 
slipped back: during February.) 

Other indicators continue to 
suggest that the bottom of the 
recession could well be seen 
this spring. In particular, the 
shorter leading index has con- 
tinued to move upwards from 
its November low .point. 


In previous cycles the aver- 


age interval between the turn- 
ing point in the shorter leading 
index and a turn in the economy 
has been five months. In more 
recent cycles the lead time has 
tended to be still shorter.

Reagan team

They pointed out 
that numerous European coun- 
tries already had assorted 
restrictions on car imports 
from Japan, and some used 
such complicated custores pro- 
cedures that the net effect was 
low levels of Japanese imports. 


l1an Tokyo, Mr Rokusuke 
Tanaka, Japan's minister of 
international trade and indus- 
try, expressed a readinsss to 
impose restrictions on car ex- 
parts to the United States by 
administrative means {AP-Dow 
Jones reports. Mr Tanaka 
said tke Toko Government 
considered a voluntary curb on 
exports desirable. 

Mr Tanaka indicated that his 
ministry had already started 
talks to find out whether the 
Japanese car indusrry was will 
ing to accept limits to prevent 
the issue from straining bic 
lateral trade relations further.
